To the "clinics" those who are inter- 
ested bring garments and leftovers and 
discuss with the export in charge the 
best way of putting them to new uses.

Much of tho damage 
is directly duo to faulty methods of 
packing eggs in cases and stowing tlic 
cases in the car. Four meetings held 
recently in Iowa were attended by 
over 100 practical shippers who sond 
cars woekly, at least, to eastern mar- 
kets and who expressed groat intorost 
In the methods which tho department 
has worked out for the conservation 
of this valuable foodstuff.

The keeping of a small flock of lay- 


Ing hens, on a town or village lot or 
in a city back yard is an important 
branch of poultry keeping.

flock Is small of itself the aggregate Is 
large. 
The product of such a flock, 


both In the form of eggs and fowls 
for the table, may be produced at a 
relatively low cost, because of the pos- 
sibilities of utilizing table scraps and 
kitchen waste which would otherwise 
be thrown away. 
A small flock of 


hens, even as few as six or eight 
should produce eggs enough, where 
used economically, for a family of four 
or five persons throughout the entire 
year, except during the molting period 
of the fall and early winter. By the 
preservation of surplus eggs produced 
luring the spring and early summer this 
period of scarcity can be provided for. 
The keeping of pullets instead of hens 
also will insure the production of eggs 
at this time.

virds are kept, in a reasonably clean 
condition there will bo no annoying 
odors.

ance 
Unless, it Is intended to hatch 


chickens from tbe flock it is iinncces- 
-nrv to keep a male bird. The fact 
that there is no male in the flock will 
havo absolutely no effect on the num- 
ber of eggs laid by the hens. 
If it 


is desired to mate the hens and to 
hatch chicks the male bird should be 
sold or eaten just as soon as the 
hatching season is over. 
This is de- 


sirable not only for the purpose of 
eliminating noises, hut also to save 
the feed that would be eaten by the 
male and for the renson that the eggs 
produced after the male is disposed 
of will be itSi'ertile.
